Amended Rule 3015(c)

* Form of Chapter 13 Plan

If there is an Official Form for a plan filed in a chapter 13 case, that form must
be used unless a L.ocal Form has been adopted in compliance with Rule 3015.1.
With either the Official Form or Local Form, a nonstandard provision 1s
effective only if it 1s included in a section of the form designed for
nonstandard provisions and is also i1dentified in accordance with any other

requirement of the form.
